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Camp boys ready to help 
farmers in vegetable fields

A fter a week’s experience with 
the Boys’ work camp in the veg­ 
etable area in southern Cook coun­ 
ty around Palos Park, it has been 
found 
feasible 
to 
assign these 
workers to individual farm s thru- 
out the season and give these par­ 
ticular farm s priority on the use 
of these boys.. The camp at Thorn­ 
ton will be opened this week with 
assignments made to a number of 
growers who have agreed to give 
these boys a minimum amount of 
work which will 
support them in 
the camp, and a t the same time 
have a priority on their use for 
full time and additional help as the 
camp is expanded the latter part 
of July. 
The 
experience 
that 
fanners 
have had with these boys is about 
as m ight be anticipated. Close to 
one out of ten prove that after the 
first day or two of work that they 
are not adapted 
to working on 
farm s, and they are immediately 
sent back and other boys on the 
waiting list are put in their places. 
A simple form has been drawn up 
so that these camps may have a 
guarantee of these workers. 
It 
provides th at throughout the sea­ 
son the farm ers will make use of 
this help at least one-half of the 
time. 
It requires about one-half 
of the work income from the work 
th at these boys do to pay their ex­ 
penses in the camp. If they can 
get extra work these boys will have 
th at to show for their efforts dur­ 
ing the summer. In other words, 
if a grower will use this help at 
least one full month 
within the 
next two months he would be safe 
in signing up for the number of 
boys that he will use. If from the 
last week of July on until the first 
of September IO boys w ill be used

ed. 
Otherwise these boys very 
quickly learned what

•could get. 
I am willing to con­ 
tract for my seasonal help from 
this camp, and I think it will be a 
good thing in keeping prices for 
help more stable, and it will serve 
as additional iabor and also a pool 
11 of labor that we would not have \ 
gotten otherwise.”

them. M any prisoners drove them­ 
selves to the stockade. 
Lots of 
them did not seem unhappy about 
being captured. 
Many, especially 
the italians, were singing and sm il­ 
ing. 
“ W e got a lot of German equip­ 
ment and they had plenty of ev­ 
erything. 
W e just had a little 
more ana better equipment. 
“ When things got hot in Tunisia, 
we moved in the back door, and 
the first Germans we saw were 
either dead or captured. One thing 
about the German soldier, he is 
plenty tough, and the American 
respects him for that.” 


Lt. S. J. W ilkins of Arlington
